Barreled  apple  prices,  were  about  the  'same  as  last  week'  on  the  Liverpool 
auction  Wednesday,  October  28,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Mo tz,  fruit 
Specialist  .in  .Europe,  for.  the.  Foreign  Service  cf  the  Department,  of  Agriculture. 
Supplies,  amounted  to.  only.  38., ODD.  barrels  of  which  23*000.  were  offered  at  the  auc- 
tion.   Most  of  these  were  from  Nova  Scotia.     The  general!  condition  of  the  barrels 
was  good.    Demand  was.  moderate...   Boxed  apples  made  slightly  higher  prices  at  the 
auction  than  last  waek...  .  Supplies  were  very  light,  amounting  to  only  5,000  boxes, 
of  which  3,000  were  offered,  at.  auction.     The  general  condition  of  the  fruit'  was 
good.    .Boxed  offerings  met  with  a  moderate  demand.    Prices  received  for  boxed  ap- 
ples were  below  .those  .ruling  at,  this  time  last  year  in  dphlg^s-  but  sterling  prices 
were  .'higher.    Barreled,  apple,  prices,  on  an  average,,  were.'  lower  in  both  dollars  and 
in  .sterling  than  at  this  time  last  year.  '"  ' 


There  was  a  strong  demand  for  the  light  supplies  of  American  pears.  Prices 
were -considerably  higher  than  last  week.  The  condition  of  the  fruit"'  was  generally 
good.  Supplies  .of  Idaho.  Italian  prunes  were  very  light.  Demand  was'  slow.-  Prices 
were  about  the.  .same  as  last,  weak.     The  condition  of  the  prunes  was  good.- 


London  prices  for  barreled  and  boxed  apples  were  about  the  same  as  last  week 
and  on  the  whole  on  about- the.  same  levels  as  Liverpool  prices.    Barreled  apple  sup- 
plies were  moderate  hut  those  from  the' United  States  were  in  light  supply..  •  Barrel ei 
supplies  afloat  are  liberal.    Demand  was  generally  .good  'for  barreled  and  boxed  ap- 
ples at  ruling  prices.     The  condition  of  the  "fruit  .was  good.  ''  Boxed  apple  supplies 
to  arrive  at  London  in  the  near  future  are  light.  ' 

Pears  made  better  prices  at  London  than  last.  week.     Supplies  'were  light  but 
a  wider  selection -was  offered  than  at.  Liverpool.    Demand  was  strong.     The'  condition 
of  the  -offerings  was  good.     The  light  supplies  of  Idaho  prunes  'met  a  slow  demand. 
The  prices  received  were  about  the  same  as  last  week. 


The  weather  ,in  .the -United  Kingdom,  has  been  mostly  clear  and  cool,  which  is 
considered  favorable  for  -fruit  -consumpt ion.     Supplies  of  Russian  apples  have  been 
arriving  in  increased -quantities .     The  condition  and  pack  .are'-  good.  '  The  German  ap- 
ple crop  is  -reported  as  not  keeping  well  owing  to  hot  weather  but  prices  remain 
firm.    German  importers  .anticipate,  the  possibility  .of  importing  American  apples  in 
moderate  quantities  .after  December  1.     The  British  trade  is  still  quiet  but  a  bette: 
feeling  is  prevailing .since . the . election.
